1. Aa noted in Paragraph 6 of Reference, this Office has, for 
the past few weeks, been collaborating with the Atomic Energy Came 
mission in securing permission for AQUATONE coverage of the Hevade 
Preving Ground. I am informed by Dr. Charles Reichardt that 
Brigadier General A. D. Starbird, Director, Military Applications 
Division, has granted permission for thie activity. 


2. You will recall that the congultents used ty JAEIC in 
atudying the Semipalatinsh TALENT material recommended coverage of 
the Nevada Proving Ground for purposes of comparisen. Recalling 
that the Semipalatingk material was derived from A-2 configuration, 
it is deemed advisable also to cover the Heveda Proving Ground with 
the eame camera. In order to further establish similarity, coverage 
of the proving ground should be effected at a time when it will be 
devoid of snow coverage. Also, the same altitude should be used in 
coverage of the Nevada ag ¢ was in effect at the time 
of covering Semipalatinsk f+ 25X1C 


3. Attached is an overlay showing in rectangular form that 
portion of the proving ground desired to be covered. It is also 
requested that the Camp Desert Rock installation, the Indien 
Springs Air Force Base, and Camp Mercury be included in this coverage.
